pens of the C. O. members. Last year I passed
some two mouths in Oregon among tho Cascade
Mountains. A week of the timo was delightfully
spent near a chain of lakes several thousand feet J
auove uic level 01 me sea. xiiey were juavn, xian,
and Clear Lakes. Tho latter I desire to describe
slightly. To tho very edge of the water the lake
is surrounded by largo forest trees, access to it only
being obtained by a footpath or "trail." Tho
sheet of water is beautiful, being about three miles
long nnd in some parts a quarter of a niilo in
width; while the depth from within a few yards of
tho shore is from 50 to 100 feet, and in places seems
fathomless.

The name is obtained from tho transparency of
the water, which is a greenish hue. Tho lake is sup-
posed to cover a suuken forest, for you can see tall
trees beneath you in tho water, having sometimes
to be careful not to strike the tops, when in a boat,
v. hich are just under the surface. Tho water is so
clear you can plainly distinguish small objects on
the bottom. Tho lake end in a series of falls, and
then forms the McKenzio Bivcr. Fish arc very
plentiful, particularly trout, three of us catching
over a hundred in two hours, many weighing two
and three pounds each.

The country surrounding the lakes has hardly
felt the encroachment of civilization, remaining in
all the pristine grandeur end symmetry in which
nature lias clothed it.

Many families visit this section during the Sum-
mer, coming in some instances 50 and CO miles,
bringiug tents, and form pleasant little camps.
Friends meet herefrom opposite sides of the Bauge
that do not see each other the rest of tho year; in
fact it is a place of family reunions. Game U also
plentiful, such as deer, elk? and some bear, making
this beautiful spot a paradise to sportsmen.

I will again draw upon my diary of the trip
should this attempt prove interesting to the C. C
Arthur Sinclair, Walla "Walla, Wasli.

OUR RURftL TOPICS.

Some Practical Suggestions for Our

Agricultural Headers.

FAVOEAHLE CONDITIONS.
Practical farmers wbo aro continually work-

ing upon the soil year after year know that
there aro certain conditions that must have an
influence upon growing crops. They prepare
the ground tho game, manuro tho same as
nearly as it is possible to do so, and yet tho
crops from year to year will bo as unlike a3 it
is possible to be, almost. For instance, last
year tho onion crop in tho early part of the
season was ono of great promise, but as tho
season advanced a change seemed to corao over
the crop from an unknown cause 'that occa-

sioned, in somo sections at least, an almost
total failure of the crop. The onions wero
small and would not keep as well as usual.
We aro led to believe that all crops aro nioro
or less influenced by atmospheric conditions
that aro imperceptible to our senses and are
liable to occur at any time. Whether science
will ever bo ablo to discover what these influ-

ences are, or when they will occur, remains to
bo seen, with tho doubt preponderating.

Tho fact that growing crops aro greatly In-

jured or totally destroyed by tho recurrence of
conditions that science lias as yet failed to
predict or explain, is a very strong reason why
so many farmers are slow to recognize tho
value of science as applied to agriculture
Thoy fail to recognizo tho fact that science
cannot explain or overcome all difficulties in
agriculture any moro than in other directions.
Fanncra deal moro extensively with naturo
than any other class of laborers, and without
understanding all her laws they must not ex-
pect to bo ablo to separate all tho favorable
conditions from tho unfavorable to aid them
in a successful career. Germantown Telegraph.

ENEICUING BY NATDEAL MKANS.

In some sections of our country there is a
very strange feeling that farming docs not pay,
while iu other sections thoro is no complaint,
and observation alone shows that'farniing am
be made to pay. Very much depends upon tho
amount of intelligence that is brought into ex-
orcise in tho management of affairs. It Is a
very good idea, when tho soil from its freedom
from stones will admit of it, to keep tho land
doiug something most of the time iu the way
of producing crop3. Tho excellent results that
follow a system of crop rotation, with a mod-
erate supply of manure, recommend that
method of farming. By that system clover
comes in as an important factor in fertiliza-
tion. In seeding to grass clover Is really tho
foundation, and thodeop extending roots which
bring up plant food from low down iu the soil
will at tho time of plowing, say the third year
from seeding, furnish a large supply of plaut
food from a sourco that other plants fail to
reach, which i3 in reality so much addition to
tho stock of material otherwise at hand. As
an easy means of adding fertility as well as a
iavorablo mechanical condition to the soil,
nothing will superscdo tho growing of cloyer,
since both tho atmosphere and the doopcr soil
contribute to tho supply.

row WAGONS.

Wo havo repeatedly urged the uso of low-wheel- ed

and broadj-tire-d wagons for general use
on the farm, and Wjfi notice tho Farmer's Jievievo
has done likewise, and'has elicited tho follow-
ing details of expericttco from two.of its sub-
scribers, ono residing in Missouri and tho other
in Colorado: ,

"As regards low and high-wheele- d wagons,
will say that I have been using low ones for
the last two years-r-30-iu- ch hind wheel, 26-inc- h

front. I seo very little differenco in the draft,
though no doubt they do pull a little heavier
than tho high-whcoltvag- and I should not
think of using them on' long hauls, but in haul-
ing hay and mandro distances of not over a
rnilo, it really seems to .me immaterial whether
a wagon turns a littlo hard or not so long as you
do not put on over a ton and a half to a horse.
Jly manuro wagon is my hay wagon
13x9, perfectly flat on fop, same as a drag. I'
think tho worst fault in tho construction of
farm Avagons is tho disproportion between tho
hight of the hind and front wheels, and that
tho tires are much too narrow."

"I can respond to your request by giving
som.0 experience with low-wheel- ed wagons.
Only once, several years ago, I saw an ad. of a
new-styl-e wagon, the picture and description
of which pleased meso well that I had my hard-
ware dealer send for it. Tho wheels aro 31 and
40 inches with 3 and 3i-inc- h tiro. Tho front
wheels can turn completely round under tho
bed, which makes it extremely handy to turn
round. Bed is nearly 5 by 34 feet, 4J inches
deep, with good provisions for extra side-board- s,

whicluiro seldom needed. Contrary to my ex-
pectations, wo havo never discovered it to run
heavier than common wagons, and I should bo
inclined to prefer it even for a long journoy,
while on the farm I would have no other that
I know of. I lately disposed of this wagon to
a drayman at nearly first cost, .and ho thinks it
a bonanza, while I sent for two now ones,which
I found greatly strengthened and improved,
though I had discovered no weakness or defi-
ciency. They are warranted to bear 6,000
pounds, and I should not hesitate to put it on,
though thoy weigh littlo if any moro than com-
mon. I would not intimato tho maker's ad-
dress, as I think they can well afford to adver-tis- o

it, and cannot see why they do not." Ex-
change.

NOTES.
Potatoes for exhibition at fairs are often" polished off" so as to present their best ap-

pearance, by dipping each specimen in milk
and rubbing it with a woolen cloth whenuearly
dry.

Tho tract known as tho " Florida Mead-
ows," in Oraugo County, N. Y., contains about
a thousand acres of land devoted to onion cul
ture. Tho crop vanes from 300,000 to 500,000
bushels of onions annually. A number of
growers havo its many as 20 acros under culti-
vation. Tho land is worth from $250 to $600
per acre.

Now is a good timo to begin to think about
preparations for warming water for your cows
to drink this Winter. E. W. Stuart, in the
Country Gentleman, says watorshould bo warmed
to a Summer temperuturo of from 60 to 70 de-
grees. Experiments show that such warming
produces a gain of from 5 to 8 per cent, in the
yield of milk ; but, of course, tho first thing to
secure is a warm and woll-voutilat- stable. It
would bo a waste to warm water in a cold stable.

As illustrating tho extreme susceptibility
of milk to odors, Honry Stowart relates the fol-
lowing: "I havo detected the odor of tobacco
smoko in bntter churned from tho cream sub-
jected to tho odors of pipes smoked iu a room
adjoining a dairy, and by the man while he
was at work. An instance- - which shows this
sensitiveness of milk and cream once happen-
ed in my dairy. j skunk got into the dairy
through the drain aud a,'to tho cream. When
detected, ho was driven out and shot as ho
omorged from tho drain. Tho overpowering
odor tainted everything- in tho dairy milk,
cream, butter not nicked, and some packed in
tubs. Everything had to bo destroyed. The
butter was made into soap.

SUNDAY MEDITATION.
Prnrtlcttl Duties Taught by a Stailr of the Inter-

national Sunilnr-cho- ol Lesson Appointed for
Oct. 7. Josh., 1:1--0.

One rending theso notca shonld first carefully
study tho parojrrnph from tho Holy Scriptures as
indicated above
Subject: Instructions and Encourage-

ments of God to JosnuA when Commi-
ssioning Him to bk the Successor of
Moses.

1. Time.
Tho Lord appeared to Joshua as stated in V.

1 in tho year 2553 A. 31. It was at tho closo of
the 30 days of mourning in memory of Hoses.
(Dou., 31: 8.) Chaptor 3, V. 15, shows it wasat
"the timo" of harvest." Tho roforonco is to the
barley harvest. Wo seo that tho crossing took
place threo days after God's interview with
Joshua. (1:11.) Eut if harvest timo bo ito

wo havo a fixed dato in 4:19, to wit,
tho 10th day of tho first month. (1 Chr., 12 :
15.) Tho first month was Abib, or Nisau, which
corresponds about with our April.

Joshua was 102 years old when inaugurated
as successor of Moses. (Seo notes on lesson for
last week.) IIo lived for eight years, conquer-
ing the Canaanites, settling nnd distributing
tho land and instructing the people.

2. Place.
God spoke to Joshua east of tho Jordan, op-

posite Jericho, on the plains of Moab. (Deu.,
31 : 1, 5, 6.) Tho last station of tho oxodus waa
near tho Jordan, across from Gilgal. (Nu., 33:
49.)

3. The Circumstances.
Moses, on account of his sin at Kadosh-Meri-ba- h,

was denied the privilego of entering tho
Promised Land. God thus punished tho im-
patience, disobedience aud impetuosity of
Moses. Ilo died on Mt. Pisgah and was buried
near by in a valley. Thirty days followed with
a civil mourning. Prior to death Moses had
besought God to select a successor, aud God
designated Joshua. Moses had inaugurated him
intoollice. (Nu., 27 : 18, 23.) The time came
when Joshua was to begin his duties. It is
clear he felt difiidence, springing probably not
from distrust in God, but from consciousness
of his inferiority to Moses, from apprehensions
as to the loyalty to him of his people and from
a realization of tho great work boforohim. Wo
do not think ho weakened on account of th
nuinerousness and fierconess of his enemies.
Wo remember his record at Kadesh-Barnc- a.

We remember, howover, ho was then but 05
years old, while iu our lesson he is 102 years of
age. To inspire him for his work God appeared
to him and uttorcd words of cheor, instruction
and promise.

4. Analysis.
1. Tho successor of Moses.
2. God's instructions to Joshua.
3. God's encouragements to Joshua.

5. Discussion
1. The successor of Moses. Mon die, but God

keeps filling their places. A dies and it seems
a great enterprise will become extinct; but,
lo, B appoars, and in a little whilo A is known
only by a monument. Death can never outwit
God's purposes. Providouco is not confined to
any ono agent. In anticipation of tho deaths
of leading mon, God is all tho timo training
youths who can become worthy successors. So
as to M030S. Even beforo his death his placo is
filled by tho inauguration of Joihua. (Nu., 27:
18-2- 3.) Tho successor of Moses was wisely
chosen. Ho was a son of Nun, of tho tribe of
Ephraim ; born in Egypt; for 62 years a slave;
the minister, assistant, chief adviser aud holper
of Moses for 40 years, (Ex., ono of the
12 spies sent out from Kde3h-Barne- a; one of
the two spies who made a favorable report and
exhorted the people to go immediately into the
Promised Land; a soldior in spirit courage-
ous; probably tho author of tho book of Joshua,
except tho last eight verses; not known to be
married; a good orgauizor; full of faith in
God.

2. God's instructions to Joshua. It is said
God spako to Joshua. Jehovah probably com-
municated with Joshua in wajB similar to
thoso ho employed in giving information to
Moses. It seems that before this Joshua re-
ceived instructions from God through Moses,
but now he must learn direct from God, as
Moses had learned. In our lesson God prob-
ably uttered word3 distinct from tho Shekinah.
It is likely Joshua sought instructions through
channels common to Moses. Waiting a com-
munication, God appeared and spoke. Notice
tho instructions, a. Arise. (V. 2,j Joshua was
to follow a very busy man. The oflico into

. which ho had been installed was not anindo- -'

lent emptiness. Was Joshua desnondent? Did
r ho lack faith? Was he afraid? Cal Yin accounts

for God's exhortation thus: "Becauso even
somo of tho bravest tneu, although fully pre-
pared beforehand, either stand still or hesitato
when tho thing has to ho done, this exhorta-
tion to Joshua, to gird himself at onco for tho
expedition, waa by no means superfluous;
though his call was ratified again, not only for
his own sake, but in order that tho peoplo
might not hesitato to follow him, with their
minds collected and calm, when they saw that
he took no step without tho guidance of God."
Moses was particular always to securo divine
intimations of duty, and the peoplo would havo
thought Joshua presumptuous to act without a
specific order from Jahovab. 6. " Go over this
Jordan." (V. 2.) Wo notice the children of
Israel had reached a point where only tho rivor
ran between them and the westorn side of the
Promised Land. The river was then at high-wat- er

mark. (3:15.) It was about 1,200 feet
wido and 14 feet deep. Tho current is very
rapid. There was no bridge. A miracle was
demanded in order to pass over to tho other
side. There was a precedent, which Joshua
had himself witnessed, when Moses led tho Is-
raelites over tho bed of the Eed Sea. c. "Be
strong and of good courage." (V. 6; also V. 7.)
Joshua needed self-possessio-n. He must not bo
daunted by tho fierceness of the enemy. Ho
must not magnify difMsulties. A leador can-no- b

inspire' others if they seo ho weakons at
all. The power of ono man to sot others into
enthusiasm, oven to rally the discouraged, was
illustrated in the casoof Sheridan at Winches-
ter. The massesof the Israelits quailed before
the Canaanites. Their leader must be a man
" very courageous." (V. 7.) d. " Bo not afraid,
neither be thou dismayed." (V. 9.) They who
might well bo alarmed were tho Canaanites.

Beforeuco
is doubtless niado to tho demoralized condition
of the Israelites at Kadesh-Barnc- a, when told
of the giants, the fesced cities, etc. God had
commanded tho Israelites to be fearless. (Deu.,
31 : 6.) e. Study the law. The law was then
tho pentateuch a small Biblo indeed only
tho first five books of tho present volumo of
Holy Scriptures. Joshua must bo familiar'with
God's Word. . ''Observe to do according to
all the law." tV.7.) A copy of tho Pentateuch
was deposited iu thosidoof the Ark of tho Cov-
enant. (Dou., 31 : 9, 26.) To do is moro than
to know. Having the book in mind aud exe-
cuting its commandments aro quite different.
Joshua was to use his scriptural knowledge.
Tho word "obscrvo" (Vs. 7, 8) is from a He-bro- w

root, meaning to be hard, rigid, diamond
or adamantine-like- . Figuratively it means to
stare, to kcop a fixed look. Joshua was never
to loso sight of his book of instructions. Ho
was to keep straight ahead in tho line of its
Commandments, never turniugoffauy tangent
to tho right or loft. (V. 7.) g. "For unto tho
peoplo shalt thou divide for an inheritance tho
land." (V. 6 ; also Deu., 31 : 7; 1 : 38; 3 : 23.)
Wo havo tho boundaries specified. Verso 4
and Deu., 11: 24, give tho boundaries as fol-
lows: On tho north by Lebanon; on tho south
by tho Arabian Wildornesa or desert; on the
castby tho Euphrates; on tho we3t by the Med-
iterranean Sea. Tho expression "this Leba-
non" (V. 4) implies tho snowy summit was
probably in sigbtof Joshua when God addressed
him. All this territory belonged to peoples
known as Hittites. (1 Ki., 10 : 29 ; 2 Ki., 7: 6.)
The moro comprehensive name of tho inhabit-
ants was, however, Canaanites, of whom there
were seven nations, the Hittites being one.
The reason why tho Hittites aro specified is
that they lived in tho southern portion of the
country into which part Joshua was about to
enter.

3. God's encouragement to Joshua, a. "Not
any man bo ablo to stand beforo thee." (V. 5.)
The word stand is equivalent to withstand.
No ono would be able to conquer him. This
was a promise made to Joshua by Ono who
knew tho future, and in Whom Joshua had con-
fidence. The promise wa3 before made to tho
Israelites in general. (Deu., 7:24.) 6. "I will
be with theo." (V. 5; also Deu., 31: 7. 8, 23;
Josh., 3:7; 6:27.) "As I was with Moses."
(V. 5; also Ex., 3 : 12; Josh., 1 : 17.) Wo recall
the promise of Christ to his 12 Apostles. (St.
Matt., 28 : 20.) "I will not fail thee nor forsake
thee." (V. 5. Seo also Deu., 31 : 6, 8 ; 1 Ki.,
8:57; IChron., 23:20; Heb., 13:5.) e. "Then
thou shalfc make thy way prosperous, aud then
thou shalfc have good success-- " (V. 8; Deu..
29:9.)

O. W. L., Grayson, Ky. Plotwo give the number
of Union sohliors who died in Southern prisons
during the lute war, and the number of rebel sol-
diers who died in United States prisons. The
death rate. "What book can I get giving all thesa
particulars? Answer. Tho War Department gives
the number of Union soldiers who died white pris-
oners a 29,723; hut these Hguree are grossly im-
perfect, as there aro 30,000 graves at the prisons of
Salisbury, Anderson vilte aud Floronce alone, with-
out taking into account the dead in 13 other promi-
nent prisons. The War Department admits livi-ng evidence to3how that about 45,000 died in rebel
prisons, but hnving no exact tigurod, declines to
give tills report. The number of rebels who died
while prisoners waa 26,771, and these figures aro
probably accurate, as we kept a reliable account
of all vlio died. The entire number of Union sol-
diers captured waa 212,60S,of whom over2lpercent.
died in rebel prhtons. The entire number of rebel
soldiers captured was 476.160, of whom lesa than 6
per cent, died in Union prisons.

C.F. V England's Point, X. C Soldior enliated
in 18G3, ami in lfa64 waa discharged for disease con-
tracted in line of duty in tho service, of which ho
died in 1SG3, leaving a widow, but no children. In
1872 widow applied for pension, and in IS71 remar-
ried. Pension has just been allowed, from dnto of
soldier's death to dale of remarriage of widow. Is
not the widow entitled to pension that soldier
would havo been entitled to from dato of his dw-char- go

to date of his death Answer. Yes, pro-
vided the soldier filed a claim for pension during his
lifetime, aud it was pending at his death, nnd the
widow completed it; but if ho died without filing
a claim, no pension can be paid for tho period prior
to his death, for the reason that ho was tho only
person entitled to pension and he failed to apply.
Tho widow cannot file a claim for him.

1. July 25, 1856. 2. If you mean during tho
late war.

No, providing you can provo tho continuance of
your disability sinco the date of your first dis-
charge.

A. J. If., Kansas City, Kan. A soldier was taken
prisoner and confined in Andersonvillc. With the
intention of escaping he enlisted in the rebel army,
but deserted before doing duty as a soldier, and
escaped to the Union lines, returning to his regi-
ment and receiving an honorable discharge when
it was mustered out. Can ho now apply for pen-
sion for disability contracted whilo in prison? An-
swer. No. Section 4716, Revised Statutes of the
United States, provides that " no money on account
of pension shall be paid to any person, or to any
widow, children or heirs of any deceased person,
who In nny manner voluntarily engaged in or aided,
or abetted the late rebellion against tho authority
of tho United States.

Anstcer. 1. In 1570 the rebuilding of Fort Sumter
was commenced with a view to putting it in mod-
ern defensive condition, nnd considerable progress
has been made, although for a number of years
nothing has been done toward completing it, owing
to the lack, of appropriation of money by Congress
to continue tho work. 2. In April, 1S62. when
Island No. 10 was besieged, it was about three
miles longand three-quarte- rs of a mile wido. Since
then tho bed of the Mississippi has entirely changed
and there ia now no navigable channel except In
high water between tho Island and tho Missouri
shore, and iti now only about one mile long and
one-eight- h of a mile in width. There are no re-
mains of any fortifications on tho Island. 3. Land
was ncfiuired by the United Stales Government in
some States under the provision of the direct taxi
law, when tlio property would not bring, upon
sale, tho amount of tho assessed tax. In some
States this title of tho Government has been
decided valid by the Supreme-Cour- t of tho States;
in other States the titlo was not good and tho
owners generally recovered their laud. Liberal
provisions havo been made from-llmat- o timolook-in-g

to the restoration of such lands, upon tho pay-
ment of the taxes, costs, etc., aiift ib can be stated
that the United States does not retain nny land
under this net. Someproperty thusacq.uirearwhich
was appropriated for tho usa of National Ceme-
teries or otlier public purposes 4ia been purchased.
Tho Leo property, better known aa "Arlington."
was acquired by tho Government under this act,
but upon appeal to tho United States Supremo
Court it was decided that tho titlo was defective.
After this ndverse decision, tho United States hav-
ing converted tho property into a National Ceme-
tery, purchased from tho heirs their respective in-
terests.. 4. Fort Darling was not taken by siege or
otherwise previous to tho general surrender. 5.
Negroes were at no time enlisted in the Confeder-
ate army, although the question was discussed,
and even recommended by Gen. Lee himself, just
prior to the collapse of the so-call-ed Confederacy.
6. Wo think that at tho beginingof the war the
idea of tho rebel Government was to pay their
soldiers the samo amount in Confederate currency
that tho Federal soldiers were receiving, which was
Sll per month; but although their currency de-
preciated from timo to timo such depreciation was
not recognized by tho rebel Government, and
private soldiers were paid S13 per month. During
tho last year of tho war the payment of rebel
troops was a farce.

Several Subscribers. The cadets at West Point
Military Academy are appointed by tho President
one year in advance, the number being one from
each Congressional district, ono from each Terri-
tory nnd tho District of Columbia, and 10 from the
United States at large. All but the last named
must be actual residents of the districts from which
they are appointed. Tho nomination of thoso ap-
pointed from Congressional districts and Territo-
ries is left to tho Representatives of such districts
in tho House. As one class graduates every year,
there will be an annunl appointment, nnd not
oftener, except in enso of a vacancy through death,
resignation or expulsion. Tho appointee must be
between 17 and 22 years of age, physically perfect,
and well versed in reading, writing and arithme-
tic, have a knowledge of the rudiments of English
grammar, geography, aud of the history
of the United States. The Naval Academy has tho
same uumbcrof cadets, appointed in the Mime way
from persons between the age of 14 aud 18 years.
Tho examination prescribed is about the same as
specified above.
